stocks of arms. 


Bankruptcy Is Increasing. 
These who have grown accustomed to 
enrich themselves at the expense of the gov- 
ernment do not know what to do and are 
hurrying to close up the government bu- 
reaus and workshops. Bankruptcies are fall- 
ing atop of bankruptcies. Even the banks 
are tottering, while the trade turnover is 
reduced to nothingness. 

“This struggle between the government 
and revolutionaries is causing nothing be- 
yond continued agitation and suspense. 
None knows what tomorrow may bring forth. 

“Foreign capital is rapidly being with- 
drawn, while all possible transmissible cap- 
ital is being placed in foreign banks. Wealthy 
people are hurriedly disposing of their prop- 
erty, and together with their capital are 
taking refuge abroad. 

“ Robbery is rampant. No man’s life and 
property bre safe, The government former- 
ly experded unlimited sums on the army and 
navy, nothing on education or on roads and 
other means of communication, leaving the 
state in a hopeless condition. . 

Knowing all this, the treasury does not 
possess the means to find the humble fare 
necessary for the solder and sailor, We lost 
the war principally owing to the fact that we 
were deceived about war supplies. 


Mutiny in the Army. 

All over the country hungry and dis- 
affected troops are mutinying. The rail- 
roads are completely disorganized, their 
money being appropriated by the govern- 
ment. To place them on a proper basis re- 
quires many hundred millions. 

The government has even gone 80 far ag 
to appropriate all the savings banks’ funds. 
using the same to bolster up dubious banking 
and. commercial enterprises, and has used 
the same for bourse speculations, thus im- 
perilling the hardly earned savings of the 
people. 

Elective Assembly Demanded. 

To undo these terrible facts the only pos- 
sible medium is an elective assembly. Even 
then it will be difficult. That body must, as 
its first task, take in hand a strict investi- 
gation Into the finances of the country and 
show the people an honest picture of the post- 
tion in all its horrors. — 

Fear of this impending revelation is what 
is causing the government to delay calling 
together the popular assembly. As its mili- 
tary credit was, so today is Russia's financial 
impotence. And for all the government is 
indebted to the autocracy. 

The terrible enigma before the national 
assembly is how to straighten out the finan- 
cial chaos. In defending its disgraceful mis- 
appropriation of furds the government has 
brought about a state of internecine warfare. 
In that strife hundreds of thousands of re- 
spectable citizens have gone under, and with 
their fall has come a complete collapse of 
trade. 

Refuse to Pay Taxes. 

“One way out of this is to vanquish the 
government and take from it the last shred 
of power it ig necessary. 

‘Knock from under it its last support— 
namely, its income. This ts necessary, not 
only on account of the economic position of 
the country, but in order to enable us to 
hold up our heads before other civilized 
countries. 

„We have, therefore, resolved to refuse 
to pay any form of government taxation, 
and demand that the government shall pay 
for everything in especie, even small sums, 
insisting upon receiving coins, not paper 
money, and to withdraw everything from 
the imperial savings banks only in gold.“ 


Surround Czar with Troops. 

It is significant that the military forces at 
Tearskoe Selo have been thuch strengthened. 
Gen. Trepoff evideritly has heard disquiet- 
ing news.

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NAMBS HARLAN CAR COUNSEL 


Judge Grosscup Appoints Attor- 
ney as His Traction Adviser. 


TO REPRESENT THE PEOPLE, 


Will Take Part in Franchise Confer- 
ences with City. 


Judge Grosscup yesterday appointed John 
Maynard Harlan as one of the counsel for 
the Union Traction company. According to 
the statement made by the judge, Mr. Harlan 
is to represent the people of Chicago in the 
pending discussion over franchise ordl- 
nances. 

The amount of compensation Mr. Harlan 
is to recelve for his services was not an- 
nounced. The pay for other lawyers for the 
company, however, is 61.500 a month, on 
account,” until the receivership is wound 
up, and the supposition is Mr. Harlan will 
get the same, Whether his connection with 
the company is to extend after the next 
spring election, however, is not decided. 

There are now connected with the legal 
department of the Union Traction company, 
W. W. Gurley, its general counsel; John 8. 
Miller, special counsel representing Judge 
Grosscup; W. J. Calhoun and Henry S. Rob- 
bins, representing the underlying companies; 
and John M. Harlan. This is outside of the 
claim department. 

Reasons for the Appointment. 

The reasons tmpelling him to appoint Mr. 
Harlan are given in a formal statement which 
Judge Grosscup made. It reads: 

“From the beginning of the Union Traction 
receivership I have recognized that the re- 
celvership represented, in reality, five inter- 
ests—the interest of the bondholders, the in- 
terest of the original underlying companies, 
the interest of the north and west side com- 
panies, the interest of the Union Traction 
company, and the interest of the public—and 
that the interests of each of these were in 
some respects in conflict with the interests of 
each ot the others 

“ With the coming on of the negotiations 
between the companies and thé city for a 
settlement, the conflict of interest between 
the city and the companies became-a matter 
of daily occurrence. The transportation 
committee represent the public, but they 
represent the public at arm's length to the 
companies, The representatives of the com- 
panies represent the companies, but they 
represent the companies at arm's length to 
the city—the transportation committee look- 
ing out for the interests of the public, and 
the representatives of the companies look- 
ing out for the interests of the companies. 

„And between them, the court as an im- 
partial middie arbiter, bound alike to do 
justly by both, is without a distinct legal 
adviser. 

Court Needs Special Adviser. 

“Upon reflection it seemed to me that it 
was well to have at this time such an ad- 
viser and that Mr. Harlan was in a most 
favorable position to fill that place. 

“From time to time recently I have con- 
ferred with him about the referendum and 
some other matters involved in the negotla- 
tiong; and I finally invited him, pending 


advisers—his field being the impartial atti- 
tude that the court has tried to follow and 
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wishes to continue In the negotiations now on 
between the compagies and the city. 

“It is understood, of course, that Mr. Har- 
lan’s service as such adviser will not in any 
way limit or restrain his freedom of opinion 
and action regarding the extension ordi- 
nances as they may be finally submitted by 
the council] to the vote of the people.“ 


Confer on Service Improvement. 

Traction Expert Maurice F. Doty, with 
Special Attorney Jacob Grossberg, had a 
long conference with W. W. Gurley and John 
M. Roach for the Union Traction company as 
to methods for furnishing more cars and bet- 
ter transportation to the north and west 
side residents. 

The city officials told the traction man- 
agers they wanted to codperate with themin 
getting as many cars on to the downtown 
loops in the rush hours as possible, and it 
was euggested that if these loops were kept 
clear for cars considerable might be gained. 

Dr. Doty offered to get the city administra- 
tion to keep teams off the tracks, especially 
to prevent the backing of coal and other 
wagons unloading goods. It was suggested 
also that electric cars could relieve vhe ca- 
bies, but it was developed that the trouble 
with the traction company is it Goes have 
enough cars. 

Will Put on More Cars, 


The Chicago City road will replace the small 
cars it has been running on its Wallace street 
and Center avenue lines with those of the 
double truck type, similar to the red Went- 
worth avenue cars, this morning?

SEVEN LEAGUE BOOTS A FACT: 
FRENCHMAN WALKS LIKE WIND. 


In Footwear Consisting of Tiny Au- 
tomobiles Inventor Startles Crowcs 
in Paris—Says Scheme Is Feasible. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

PARIS, Dec. 15.—Parisians were startled 
today by seeing a big booted man whizzing 
along the Avenue des Champs Elysées and 
thence to the Bois de Boulogne at the rate 
of twenty-five miles an hour. It was Con- 
stantini, inventor of motor boots, displaying 
his new footwear 

The boots resemble tiny automobiles, fif- 
teen inches long, fixed on high boots, Each 
has four rubber tired wheels eight inches in 
diameter. Accumulators are carried in a 
belt. They transmit by wires one and one- 
fourth horse power to each motor. The mo- 
tors can be run at a speed ranging from six 
to thirty miles an hour. Each boot weighs 
sixteen pounds, but as the feet are not lifted 
up the weight does not matter. 

Constantin claims to have traveled sey- 
eral hundred miles with them. He intends 
to travel from Paris to St. Petersburg on 
them. When asked what would happen if 
one motor started at the rate of six miles an 
hour and the other at the rate of thirty 
miles an hour he became diffident and de- 
clined to discuss the subject.

Most Blatant Trust Made of Up- 
lifters, Col. Harvey Says. 


JEROME EXPERT ON HORN? 


Cry for Reform Too Much Like a Shriek 
or a Yawp, Critics Think. 


New York, Dec. 15.—[{Special.]—Two speak- 
ers created a sensation and wen applause at 
a banquet at the St. Regis tonight by reply- 
ing to District Attorney Jerome’s attack on 
the local Supreme court justices. The ban- 
quet was given by George W. Young on his 
retirement from the presidency of the State 
Association of Bankers. 

Adrian H. Jobine, a well known corporation 
lawyer, and Col. George B. Harvey of Har- 
per & Bros. were the speakers. 

Mr. Harvey made some sarcastic references 
to people who parade their own virtue, and 
described the righteous trust as follows: 

“The needed wave of righteousness, which 
arrived, as it always does in this country, gt 
the requisite moment, has become a torrent, 
Indeed, following the trend of a recent period, 
it even has evolved a trust—a close trust—se- 
questered in a group whose members corre- 
spond to the number and pretensions of the 
tallors of Tooley street. It is unnecessary 
to mention their names. They are familiar. 
They are kept constantly in evidence. They 
are blazoned, one by the other from the light- 
house of publicity. They are It.“ And it’ 
has an absolute monopoly of conscience and 
morals. ‘It’ hides nothing under a bushel. 
‘It’ is noisy. ‘It is certain. It * recognizes 
but two colors. ‘It’ is white. All else is 
black. 

If You’re Honest Shout It Out. 


“In days not like these men were pre- 
sumed to be innocent until proved guilty. 
They even were supposed to be honest until 
they had demonstrated otherwise, Not so 
now. Presumption is the other way. And it 
no longer suffices for one to be honest. He 
must ‘holler’ about it, and if he ‘ hollers’ 
loud enough the exploitation of his virtue 
may win an admission of integrity from the 
trust itself.

Mayor Dunne Asks Chicago 
Company if It Will Reduce 
Charges Amicably. 


FAIR PRICE NOT FIXED. 


Concern’s Franchise Will Expire 
in 1909 and It Then Must 
Ask Favors of the City. 


Mayor Dunne started a movement yester- 
day looking toward cheaper telephone rates 
for Chicago. He called Vice President and 
General Manager A. 8. Hibbard of the Chi- 
cago Telephone company into his office and 
informed him what was in his mind and asked 
ifthe company was willing to meet the prop- 
osition half way. Mr. Hibbard said he 
would see the officials of the company and 
give the mayor an answer next week. 

The matter has been under consideration 
by the mayor for some time. Some weeks 
ago he was asked if he would favor the pas- 
sage of a franchiee for a rival company, the 
representations made to him being that it 
was possible to supply the service to Chicago 
at much cheaper rates than now are charged. 

This question the mayor answered in the 
negative. He said he regarded telephones 
as a natural monopoly and did not think 
competition would be of any value in re- 
ducing the rates. It simply would compli- 
cate the situation by forcing users to put 
in two telephones, where they now have ona

Of her littl nephew Mrs. Brown today 
said: ‘‘ We are sorry that Mrs. Supplee let 
her tongue slip, but now that it is out we are 
bound to tell the truth. The boy is a rest- 
less, healthy, mischievous little fellow, and 
will stick orange seeds down boys’ necks 
and trip boys’ feet and talk and cause dis- 
order. But I do object to the teacher mak- 
ing ‘him sit under a desk. That is degrad-

SAVE BOYS, SAYS ROOSEVELT. 


President Addresses Southern Dele- 
gates, Who Plan National School for 
Correction of Dependent Children. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—President 
Roogevelt today addressed delegates repre- 
senting the southern states who met here 
to consider the establishment in the scuth of 
an interstate school of correction for de- 
pendent and delinquent children. He said 
in part: 

“If you are going to do anything perma- 
nent for the average you have got to 
begin before he is a m The older man is 
almost impossible to reform. Of course there 
are exceptional individuals, men who have 
been completely changed, not only after they 
have reached years of manhood, but after 
advanced periods of life. 

“But speaking generally, the chance of 
success lies in working with the boy and not 
with the man. That applies peculiarly to 
those boys who tend to drift off into courses 
which mean that unless they are checked 
they will be formidable additions to the crim- 
inal population when they grow older, It is 
eminently worth while to try to prevent 
those boys becoming criminals, to try to 
prevent their being menaces to and expenses 
and sores in society, while there ia a chance 
of reforming them. 

„1 think people often completely misap- 
prehend what ere really the important ques- 
tions. The question of the tariff, the cur- 
rency, or even the regulation of railrcad rates 
are all subordinate to the great basic moral 
movements which mean the preservation of 
the individual in his or her relations to the 
home, because if the homes are all straight 
the state wis take care of itself.” 


PRISON FOR IOWA - DUELIST. 


Supreme Court Affirms Ten Tear Zen- 
tence of Man Who Killed Another 
in Prearranged Fight. 


Des Moines, Ia., Dec. 15.—Duels are fordia- 
den in Iowa, declared the Supreme court 
today in affirming the conviction of Fenton 
Whitnah of Page county for killing Charies 
Middaugh. The two men quarreled while 
drunk and agreed to fight it out with their 
fists. With a party of friends they repaired 
to the edge of town and engaged in a duel, 
firat with fists and then with knives. Mid- 
daugh was killed by a blow on the jugular 
vein.

Ironmaster Warmly Greets Business 
Lieutenants, Including Charles, M. 
Schwab and W. E. Corey—Book of 
Portraits and Autographs Presented 
by Guests, for Which Philanthro- 
pist Declares Himself Grateful— 
“Veterans” Re-elect President. 


New York, Dec. 15.—[Special.]—Andrew 
Carnegie was host tonight at the fourth an- 
nual dinner and reunion of the Carnegie 
Veterans’ association, which is made up of 
his former partners and lieutenants. Car- 
negie’s mansion at Fifth avenue and Ninety- 
first street blazed with lights welcoming the 
guests, and the illumination made a pretty 
spectacle for the people of Central park. 

Before the dinner a reception was held in 
the south parlor, at which Mrs. Carnegie, 
little Miss Margaret, and Mr. Carnegie re- 
ceived the members of the association. 
Among the first came W. Ellis Corey, presi- 
dent of the United States Steel corporation. 
Carnegie greeted him cordially and shook 
hands with him. So did Mrs. Carnegie. All 
the guests greeted the daughter of the house 
with a bow and handshake, for Miss Mar- 
garet is a favorite with the Carnegle vet- 
erans. She has attended every reception and 
knows all her father’s friends. 

Including Mr. Carnegie, there were present 
thirty-seven men of national reputation, 
every one having started in the steel making 
business under Mr. Carnegie’s tutelage. 
Many still are. executives of steel cor- 
porations; some have retired, but all have 
kept up close friendship with the ironmaster. 
As it was expressed at the dinner tonight:

WILL TOTAL OVER $400,000. 


Peoria School Board May Sue Direc- 
tors of Former Superintendent’s 
Bank to Make Up Defalcation. 


Peoria, Tll., Dee. 15.—{Special.J}—As the 
result of four weeks’ investigation by ex- 
pert accountants it was given out this even- 
ing that the defalcation of N. C. Dougherty, 
former superintendent of schools, for the last 
five years will total over $400,000. Further 
investigation, it is thought, will increase this 
sum. 

The report which is to be presented to the 


school board at its meeting on Monday night | 


will show the board to be in arrears in rents 
a considerable sum, and that it has been al- 
lowing valuable property to be rented for 
ridiculously low figures, one instance being 
where an implement house secured the rental 
of land for only $25 a year.

19 MEN SAVED AFTER 48 HOURS. 


Virginia Life Stations Win Struggle 
with Wind and Wave and Take 
Men Off Sinking Ship. 


«Norfolk, Va., Dec. 15.—After a struggle of 
forty-eight hours with wind and waves, 
during which the crew had no time for eating 
or sleeping, the Belgian steamer Antigone, 
Capt. Bugene Calimetta, went ashoreat Lit- 
tle island, about twelve miles south of this 
place, early today. No lives were lost, but 
this is due solely to the efforts on the part 
of the crews at the life saving stations at Lit- 
tle island and False Cape. 

It is probable that the vessel will be a total 
loss. The Antigone was first sighted off 
Virginia beach yesterday, when it was being 
driven south by the storm. At 4 o'clock this 
morning lines were shot to the ship, and at 
10 o'clock this morning the first man was 
sent ashore in the breeches buoy. Nineteen 
trips were made before every one was saved, 
about 3:80 this afternoon. 

The worst Storm of the year rages here to- 
night. Streets in the lower part of the city 
are flooded and the harbor is Crowded with 
weatherbound vessels. Reports from Cape 
Henry over the government coast wire say 
that an unknown sailing ship, or bark, is dan- 
gerously near the cape, anchored, but rolling 
heavily in a fifty mile blow. A steamer of 
the Norfolk and Southern railway is report- 
ed ashore on Roanoke island.

Gen. Linevitch Says Army in Far 


East May Mutiny at Any 
Hour. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Thursday, Des. 14. 
[Evening.]—Via Eydtkuhnen, East Prussia, 
Dec. 15.—It seems to be beyond question that 
bloody collisions have occurred between 
troops and the united peasantry and workmen 
in the streets of Riga, during which machine 
guns were used. 

The situation is most serious in the country 
which is practically abandoned to the revo- 
lutionary bands owing to the concentration 
of the troops in the cities and towns. 

Against some of the estates where the land- 
lords; aided by a few faithful adherents, are 
attempting to protect their property the 
reyolutionists are conducting regular mili- 
tar¥ operations. They reduced the garrison 
of tiie estate of baron von Loewis to submis- 
sién after a majority of the defenders had 
been killed, and plundered and burned the 
bulldings and carried off the baron. The 
survivors were made prisoners. 


Fear Revolt in Manchuria. 

Gen. Linevitch has increased the alarm in 
military circles by telegraphing from Man- 
churia that his army is saturated with in- 
subordination. The soldiers are ugly be- 
cause they are kept idle in their camps, with 
poor food, insufficient clothing, and the pros- 
pects of a bitterly cold winter before them. 

Gen. Linevitch fears ea violent outbreak 
may come @t any hour. He urges that the 
Manchurian army be brought home as quick- 
ly as possible. Gen. Mestchenko joins him in 
the advice. 

The outbreak of the mutinous spirit in the 
Manchurian army is partly attributed to the 
failure to pay and properly feed the troops. 


The latter problem is especially difficult, ow- 


ing to the impossibility of forwarding ade- 
quate provisions from Russia on account 
of the practical paralysis of the railroad to 
Biberia, compelling the purchase of supplies 


from the Chinese, for which adequate funds 
~ are not available. The authorities have now

News that the court is going to Moscow 
today a week was not unexpected, the idea 
being that the czar when in the holy city will 
make an appeat to the powerful religious sen- 
timent of the country to stop the troubles 
and rally around the throne. It might easily 
be that the journey will not take place. If 
the czar goes to Moscow he will formally 
take the oath to support the constitution.

CZAR STANDS BY DE WITTE. 


{From the St. Petersburg Correspondent of the 
London Daily Telegraph.) 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 14, via Eydt- 
kuhnen, East Prussia, Dec. 18.—The emperor 
today received a deputation at Tsarskoe 
Selo representing numerous leagues of a 
patriotic complexion, including Prince 
Scherbatoff and other noblemen, all of whom 
are notoriously rous for a return to the 
ancient autocra régime and are therefore 
dissatisied with the cabinet of Count de 
Witte. Though they made no secret of their 
aspirations, the emperor did not give them 
the slightest hope that there would be any 
Geviation from the promises made in the 
manifesto of Oct. 30. He said: 

I do not doubt you will advance along the 
route traced by me and no other. For that 
reason I charge you to make known to all 
those to whom the fatherland is dear that 
my manifesto of Oct. 80 was a complete and 
deliberate expression of my inflexible, un- 
changeable will and an act which admits 
of no alteration. 

In order to realize all possible speed in 
securing the reforms I have granted it is 
indispensable, by just, stringent, and firm 
power, to reéstablish tranquility and order 
in Russia. In this task it is your duty by co- 
operation to help me and 54 authorities we 
have appointed, 

“Those who by their a or influence 
provoke and maintain disorder and inflame 
passions and mutual hate are burdening their 
souls with a heavy sin. 

May God bless and tranquilize Russia 

and help all of us to discharge our duty to 
the end.“ 
This speech of Ris majesty is cited as dis- 
proving the’ rumors that count de Witte 
has gone over or 48 going over to the re- 
actionaries. — 


- Election Laws Are Ready. 

The czar will on Monday preside over a 
meeting of the council, when two electoral 
bills will be discussed. One is based on uni- 
versal but indirect Suffrage, and the other on 
the system originally proposed, only so 
extended as to include representatives of all 
sections of the population, It is probable 
that one or the other of the projects will re- 
ceive the imperial sanction, Then the elec- 
tions will be ordered to be held at the earliest 
possible moment. 

Although disorders continue in many dis- 
tricts, elsewhere the strikes are collapsing, 
the risings of the peasants being quelled, 
trains are running, and interest in the com- 
ing elections is being manifested. It is hoped 
the douma will meet soon, 


PARIS HEARS BAD NEWS. 

PARIS, Dec. 16, 8 a. m.—The St. Peters- 
burg. correspondent of the Matin, under date 
of Dec. 15, says the sudden return of the 
government to reactionary measures has 
aroused the wrath of the revolutionaries, who 
are holding meetings and passing resolu- 
tions, declaring their determination to resist 
the government. As the resolutions are 
passed they are forwarded to the ministers, 
who do not reply to them. 

A St. Petersburg dispatch to the Journal 
dated Dec. 15 says: 

At a meeting of engineers tonight it was 
resolved to demand the immediate release of 
Schmidt, the leader of the mutiny at Sevasto- 
pol, Alarming reports are arriving concern- 
ing the troops at Moscow, who appear to be 
thoroughly disaffected and who, in addition 
to demanding increased pay and shorter 
terms of service, ask for liberty to read all 
newspapers.

Kansas City, Mo, Dec, 15.—[Special.]—

federal grand jury here today charging big 
Chicago packers, two railroad companies, 
and a number of freight and traffic agents 
writh violation of the Elkins law, for con- 
spiracy, and for giving and accepting re- 
bates. The list:

_ Charges Against the Packers. 

The indictments against the packing com- 
panies charge that they entered into a con- 
tract with the Burlington railway company 
to accept rebates on shipments of their 
products from East St. Louis to New York 
for export. 

The grand jury charges that the agree 
ment thus entered Into provided for a rate 
of 23 cents a hundred pounds. This was in 
July, 1905. The agreement was to continue 
in force until Jan. 1, 1906. The local rates 
applied between Kansas City and. St. Louis. 

In August, 1905, the joint rate on packing 
house products was raised by the Joint 
Traffic association to 35 cents between East 
St. Louis and New York. The Burlington 
had not expected this increase, but it is 
declared to have lived up to its 28 cent agree- 
ment with the packers in Kansas City, under 
which agreement it practically carried all 
the packing house products from this city 
except those of the Schwarzschild & Sulz- 
berger Packing company. The trouble came 
when the rate was divided pro rata between 
the Burlington and its connections, whose 
officers the Burlington is said not to have 
consulted. 


Not Enough to Go Round. 

When the money was apportioned among 
the roads east of the Mississippi river it 
had to be done on a basis of 35 cents and 
the connecting lines refused to stand for the 
23 cent rate. : 

When the distribution was made there was 
not enough to pay the Lehigh Valley rail- 
way, and its officers complained to the inter- 
state commerce commission. The facts thus 
related are the same in all the bills found 
by the- grand jury against the packers and 
the Burlington. 

Nelson Morris, Edward Morris, and Ira 
N. Morris, constituting Morris & Co. pack- 
ers, were indicted individually on testimony 
identical with that given in all the packers’ 
cases, that of receiving rebates from the 
Burlington railway. The three Morrises will 
be required to come to Kansas City and give 
bohds, the amount to be fixed by Judge Pol- 
lock, 


Violate the Elkins Law. 

The specific charge against the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railway is that of 
granting a rebate of 7 cents a hundred pounds 
to the Howard Mills company of Wichita, 
Kas., on a shipment of flour from Kansas City 
to New York. 

The Chicago and Alton railway company, 
John N. Faithorn, and Fred S. Wann were 
indicted on the same testimony given before 
the grand jury in Chicago. This charged 
that they paid B. S. Cusey, general traffic 
manager for Schwarzschild & Sulzberger 
Packing company, $1 a car rebate on a ship- 
ment of twenty-eight cars of beef in one in- 
stance, the shipment being from Kansas City 
to eastern points. 

George H. Crosby, general freight and 
traffic manager of the Burlington, is charged 
with having made rebate contracts with 
George L. Thomas of, New York and L. B. 
Taggart, chief clerk for Thomas in New York. 
These contracts were with reference to ship- 
ments made from New York to Kansas City. 

D. H. Kresky was indicted for conspiracy 
under section 5,440 of revised statutes of the 
United States, which makes it a felony to 
conspire against the laws of the United 
States. All those charged with conspiracy 
were indicted under thig section. which pro- 
vides for imprjsonment for not more than 
two years and a fine of not less than $1,000 
or more than $10,000. 


AGAIN INDICTED. 


Trafic | 8 
Who Is Indicted. 


GEORGE H. CROSBY. 

George H. Crosby .of this city, general 
traffic manager of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy, was indicted yesterday by the 
federal grand jury at Kansas City for the 
thane of rebates. His chief clerk, L. B. 

aggart of New York, and twelve others also 
were indicted, including the principal pack- 
ing companies and officials of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul and the Chicago and 
Alton railroad company. 

The indictments against the packing cqm- 
panies charge a conspiracy to gain rebates 
with the Burlington road as the principal 
offender. Concessions were obtained on ship- 
ments from East St. Louis to New York. The 
rate was 23 cents a hundred pounds. 

Mr. Crosby, who has been regarded as one 
of the most efficient freight men in the 
United States, has been in the railroad bus! 
ness since 1872, beginning with the Hannibal 
and St. Joseph railroad in Missouri. His 
most important work has been with the Bur- 
lington. He was born in 1855 at Hillsboro,

provisions between Kansas City and Ham- 
burg was 47 cents, which was the published 
tariff rate. He denied the allegations made 
in the indictment that the Burlington had a 
contract with the packers to charge 23 cents 
between St. Louls and the seaboard, which 
was 7 cents below the published tariff. 

In the matter of the indictment of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad, which 
charges them with having hauled 350 sacks 
of export flour from Kansas City at less than 
the published tariffs, the officials of the com- 
pany declare that the facts of the indictment 
are not true, and that the rate charged was 
the same as the tariff published and placed 
in the hands of the nene commerce com- 
mission. 

e Trial Will Settle Question. 

It is generally understood in Chicago among 
rallread officials that the trial of these cases 
will settle a question which has never been 
passed upon by the courts, and that is 
whether the interstate commerce commission 
has jurisdiction over the inland proportion 
of export rates. The matter has been argued 
before the commission, and that board has 
decided that it has the authority, and has or- 
dered the filing of these tariffs with it, but 
not all of the roads have acceded to this de- 
mand, and the Burlington is one of them. 


Armour Says Full Rates Were Paid. 

In an interview on this subject Mr. J. 
Ogden Armour said: 

In the matter of the indictment of the 
Chicago, Burlington ‘and Quincy railroad 
company and certain of the packing compa- 
nies at Kansas City today, for the alleged 
giving and taking of rebates, I understand 
the charges relate entirely to shipments from 
Kansas City to Europe. In each case, the 
packers have paid the full rate established 
by the rallroad on such shipment. This rate 
was open to anybody making such shipments 
and there was not ‘any rebate, concession, 
or discrimination’ whatever to the shipper 
in respect of this transportation. 

“It has long been a question between the 
interstate commerce commission and the 
railroads whether the transportation of prop- 
erty from interior cities of the United States 
upon a through rate over railroads and 
ocean steamships to foreign countries is 
within the provisions of the interstate com- 
merce act or the jurisdiction of the interstate 
commerce commission. I understand that 
the Burlington has consistently maintained 
the position that it has not and has refused 
to file such traiffs with the interstate com- 
merce comipission. 

‘So far as I can see, the question raised 
by these indictments, is whether the rall- 
roads are required to Ale with the interstate 
commerce commission and publish the 
through tariffs. 


Suggests a Better Method. 


It would seem that if the government 
desires to have the contention of the rail- 
roads that they are not required to file or 
publish these tariffs passed upon by the 
courts—and I understand the railroad com- 
panies have frequently urged that course 
upon the interstate commerce commission— 
it could better be accomplished by some 
other proceeding or method than by the in- 
dictment of shippers. I understand that the 
foreign shipments of cotton are, and alw 
have been, made in the same way as the 
shipments which here are made the basis 
of these indictments against the packers. 

This is no new thing. It has been openly 
going on for years without complaint and 
with the knowledge of the interstate com- 
mission, not only with the Burlington rail- 
road, but other roads which have main- 
tained the same position upon the question 
as the Burlington and with all foreign shfp- 
pers without discrimination.“

“You have no prejudice against great 
wealth?’ asked District Attorney Morrison. 
Could you decide impartially in a case in- 
volving a man worth 310,000,000?“ 

Mr. Van Arsdale thought he could and said 
further, in response to questions, that he 
had not “ believed everything he read in the 
papers about the beef trust.“ His avail- 
ability for jury service will be passed upon 
by the district attorney Monday morning.

concerning the recent seizure of the Ger- 
man Steinhoffer at Itajahy, Brazil, by a 
party from the German gunboat Panther; 18 
contained in-a special cable dispatch pub- 
lised by the Lokal Anzeiger this morning. 
The dispatch says. 

“ A seaman named Hassmann deserted the 
Panther Nov. 15, probably at the instigation 
of Steinhoffer. A party of officers and twen- 
ty men from the Panfher went ashore about 
midnight of Nov. 26 to search the Hotel 
Comercio for Hassmann. The hotelkeeper, 
however, refused to permit the search, say- 
ing it would disturb his guests, but he called 
Steinhoffer, who gave to the sailors Hass- 
mann's uniform. 

It is reported that Steinhoffer was beaten 
by the sailors and taken aboard the gunboat. 
He has not been seen since. A steam cutter 
kept up communication between the Panther 
and the shore until 8:30 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. The consul was unable to interfere in 
time to prevent the incident. An investiga- 
tion of the incident has been held. The testi- 
mony of the witnesses was all on one side, be- 
ing directed against the Germans, for whom 
hatred has already prevailed.”

LEGISLATURE IS READY TO ap. 
CEIVE RESIGNATION. : 


Special Session Finishes Up Every- 
thing but. Consideration of the Gove 


ernor’s Abdication, Which Is E- 
peeted on Tuesday—Gubernatorial | 
Campaign for Next Year’s Election 


Already Growing Hot— Varsity In- 
vestigation Rule Passes. 


Madison, Wis., Dec. 15.—[Special.]—Next 
Tuesday probably will witness the change in 
governorship pending since the election of 
R. M. La Follette to the United States senate 
last winter. The legislature quite unex- 
pectedly finished up practically all the work 
mapped out for the special session today 
and will meet again at noon next Tuesday, 
giving the governor the customary three 
days for considering bills. 

As Mr. La Follette said in his message that 
he would resign during or at the end of the 
special session, his resignation may be ex- 
peoted then. His supporters place no cre- 


| dence in the report that he will decline the 


senatorship because certain of his measures 
failed of enactment. He attached no condi- 
tions to the statement that he would resign. 


Davidson Out for Governorship. 

The advent of James O. Davidson as gov- 
ernor is expected to be followed by hie for- 
mal announcement as a candidate for the 
nomination next year, and, in fact, a scram- 
ble is anticipated among La Follette’s lieu- 
tenants for his place. 

It generally is thought that the governor

It was after the Dodge divorce had been 
set aside and while Dodge was in Texas a 
fugitive from this state that Capt. Morse 
paid to Cohen $62,250 in sums ranging from 
$1,500 to $21,000. Mr. Rand indicated that 
much in his questions to Cohen, and Capt. 
Morse undoubtedly will testify that he paid 
the money to Cohen. 


Witnesses Refuse to Answer. 

Both Kaffenburgh and Cohen, who unex- 
pectedly were called as witnesses by Rand 
immediately after his opening, refused to 
answer nearly every question put to them, 
on the grownd that it would tend to incrim- 
imate them. The questions covered the 
movements of Dcdge in Texas, his disap- 
pearance from this city, and the long legal 
fight that was made to keep Dodge away 
from this city. 

Kaffenburgh was not asked about the 
money transactions included in the $62,250, 
but Cohen was. He refused to answer them 
all. He also was asked about the books of 
Hummel's firm, and as to whether he had 
been supplying money to Edward M. Brack- 
en, the private detective who was indicted 
with Hummel for conspiracy, and who is 
said to be in Paris. Some questions Cohen 
answered but at others he balked.

STUMBLING BLOCK 


NEEDS OF CIVIL SERVICR 


REFORM NOT COMPLETE, SAYS 


NATIONAL LEAGUE. 


Richard Henry Dana, in Address to 
Milwaukee Convention, Declares 
There Are Still More ‘than 5,000 
Presidential Appointments That 
Should Be Brought Under Classified 
Service—Special Forms for States 
and Cities Urged. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 15,—[Special.]—The 
National Civil Service Reform league today 
reélected Daniel C. Gilman of Baltimore as 
president. A long list of distinguished men 
were made vice presidents, including Joseph 
H. Choate, Grover Cleveland, Uarry A. Gar- 
Held, Arthur T. Hadley, Seth Low, Franklin 
MacVeagh, Bishop Potter, Richard Henry 
Dana, and Carl Schurz. 

Richard Henry Dana of Boston deliv- 
ered the principal address of the day, speak- 
ing on Presidential Offices, the United 
States Senate, and the Merit System.” He 
stated that there were still 7,000 appoint- 
ments in the handsof the president, unhamp- 
ered by civil service rules. Of this number 
5,406 are postmasterships. 


In No Way Political. 

He said: “‘ With the exception of cabinet 
officers, foreign ambassadors and ministers, 
and, possibly, the district attorneys, the du- 
ties of these officials are in no way political. 
There is not a democratic way and a repub- 
lican way of assorting and delivering letters. 
Enforcing the internal revenue and tariff 
laws is a matter of honesty and capacity 
and not party opinion. 

“ To~use these positions for purposes of 
party organization in aid of the political am- 
bitions of senators is not only an abuse of 
public trust, but, as it is hardly necessary 
to add, tends to political corruption and 
party despotism. 

Moreover, the public service ought to be 
a life career, with these higher positions as 
rewards gained by and thus stimulating spe- 
cial merit and ability. The remedies pro- 
posed classify themselves into two kinds. 
The first is for the president, single handed, 
to fight the senate, and the other is the es- 
tablishing of definite methods of aiding the 
president in making appointments.” 


Civil Service for Cities. 

Prof. John A. Fairlie of the University of 
Michigan discussed state and municipal 
civil service. He said the principles of civil 
serice reform should be extended to the 
higher places; and éven to such purely ad- 
ministrative offices as city clerks, attorneys, 
controllers, and engineers. He also declared 
that competition for these offices should not 
be restricted to residents of the city con- 
eerned. Thus, if the city needed an efficient 
clerk, or attorney, or controller, the law 
should permit it to engage experienced men 
from other cities in other states. 


Reform in Pennsylvania, 


Clinton Rogers Woodruff told of the mu- 
nicipal revolution in Philadelphia at the last 
election and of the enforcement of real civil 
service by Mayor Weaver. 

Mr. Woodruff admitted with some reluc- 
ance that since the election Mayor Weaver 
has been besieged by men of the reform 
party who insist on being appointed to office 
uot because of merit or fitness but because 
they had worked for the reform ticket. 

The convention closed with a banquet to- 
night.

PUTS A QUERY TO SHONTS. 


Asks if He Is Still in Employ of 


Clover Leaf Road—Denounces 
the Press Agent’s Work. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—The senate 
today resumed consideration of the Panama 
canal with Mr. Tillman on the floor during 
the greater part of the session. 

Mr. Tillman did not Indicate any intention 
of opposing the passage of the appropriation 
bill, but he criticised the methods of the canal 
commission in many of its transactions. He 
raised the question as to whetuer President 
Shonts is still in the employ of the Clover 
Leaf railroad, and said that the railway 
register schl carries his name as the head of 
that road. He also sharply criticised the em- 
ployment of Secretary Bishop as a press 
agent, and Mr. Hale joined in this censure, 


saying that Mr. Bishop's employment in that 
capacity is a reflection, not only on congress, 


but on the press. A part of Mr. Tillman's 
remarks was devoted to a criticism of the 
president's policy in Santo Domingo, and Mr. 
Spooner defended the president’s course. 


Dominican Policy Questioned. 


Mr. Tillman asked what excuse the presi- 
dent had for not entirely withdrawing from 


| Santo Domingo and leaving the situation 


alone and Mr. Spooner replied that the senate 


should not have adjourned without acting 


on the treaty, without ratifying or reject- 
ing it, for the failure had had the effect 


of leaving the president in a position of em- 


barrassment. But the fact remained that 


the senate had adjourned without acting 
and in so doing it had left an awkward situa- 


tion. It was the duty of Santo Domingo to 
maintain the status quo to the end of pre- 
venting the seizure of her custom houses or 
the segregation of her revenues. This it 
was not easy for that republic to do in view 
of the pressure from European nations, em- 
phasized in one case by the presence of a 
warship. In the face of this condition Presi- 
dent Morales had, he said, appealed to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and asked help in h's own 
helplessness, requesting especially that he 
suggest some honest American for the col- 
lection of revenues, These agents, while 
Americans, had been appointed by the Santo 
Domingo government. 

They were appointed by President Mo- 
rales and can be dismissed by him,“ Mr. 
Spooner said, and the president of the 
United States has done no more than it was 
his duty to do.’’ 

Mr. Money commented on the numerous 
revolutions in Santo Domingo and of the 
status of this government there, character- 
izing the condition as a pretty mess.“ 

Puts Query Regarding Shonts. 

Mr. Tillman spoke of th: employment of 
the arm d navy officers at greater sal- 
aries than they receive as such officers, but 
admitted they should be better paid for the 
special service. Speaking of Mr. Shonts, Mr. 
Tillman said the Clover Leaf road, of which 
thatg gentleman had, been president, runs 
through a prairie country and that it does not 
present any special engineering feats. He 


* understood that Mr. Shonts was to ree 
sign as president of that road. Did any 
one know whether he had resigned? He 
appealed to Mr. Allison, but that sena ae 
said he did not Know. Mr. ‘i11imMan said t 
he had found Mr. Shonts’ name in the oi 
way Register as still president of the road. 
Mr. Hale spoke in .complimen terms 
of Mr. Shonts, expressing the opinion that 
his selection was a wise one. 
Mr. Tillman then took up the question of 
Secretary Bishop’s connection with the 
canal commission. He said that Mr. Bishop 
had never gone to the isthmus and that any 
$2,000 or $3,000 clerk could perform his serv- 
ices; that would be ample pay even for 4 
first class newspaper man for such service. 
He characterized Mr. Bishop’s work as “a 
process of hypnotizing public opinion.” 
Mr. Hale interrupted Mr. Tillman to call 
attention to the fact that Mr. Bishop had 
expressly disavowed any effort to manufac- 
ture publie opinion, but that he had pre- 
ferred the expression, “creator'of p biic 
sentiment.” Mr. Hale took occasion to voice 
his own disapproval of the commission's em- 
ployment of an official for thie purpose and 
to say that he was confident the entire com- 
mittee on appropriations felt as he did on 
that subject. 
Calls Bond Issue Illegal. 
Proceeding to discuss the adversecriticism 
of the Panama railroad management, Mr. 
Tillman provoked protests from Mr. Gal- 
linger and Mr. Allison, the former callingat- 
tention to preparations to double track the 
railroad to relleve the blockade, and the lat - 
ter saying that more than half of the money 
to be appropriated in the pending bill is to be 
used for improvements to the railroad and 
wharves. Mr. Tillman asserted that the is- 
suance of bonde by the Panama railroad is 
illegal, declaring it amounted to an issue of 
bonds by the Parama canal commission. 
Mr. Tillman argued finally that cdngress 
should say whether the debt should be cre- 


ated. He thought the money wae needed, 
but said he did not like the way it was being 
obtained, He protested aganst what he 
called a Dominican or Morales way of do- 
ing business, declaring the whole procedure 
to have been a usurpation of power. 


NATIONAL CAPITAL NOTES. 


The department of justice and the state of 
Oregon are much concerned regarding the where- 
abouts of B. A. D. Pueter and Horace G. Mo- 
Kinley, both of whom were convicted tn Portland, 
Ore., in connection with the extensive land frauds 
in that state. Sentence was deferred on condi- 
tion that they furnish the government with all 
the information possible concerning others In- 
volved in the alleged land swindling schemes. 
They were needed particularly in the case against 
Representative Binger Hermann. Through in- 
formation imparted by them, the government ex- 
pected to recover more than $700,000 worth of 
lands. 

The postoffice department will make an investt- 
gation tto charges preferred against Albert W. 
MeIntire, whose nomination for the office of post- 
master at Mendota has been withdrawn from the 
senate by the president. McIntire is alleged to 
have participated in a movement three years 
ago to swel! the receipts of the Mendota office to 
more than $10,000 per annum in order to obtain 
free delivery for the town. 

Representative Hitt imtroduced in the house a 
bill granting permission to Senator Charles H. 
Hughes of Dixon, III., and Spencer B. Newberry 
and George A. Blackford of Sandusky, O., to 
construct a dam across Rock river near Grand 
Detour, III. Representative Mann reintroduced his 
bill for the regulation of the construction of dame 
across navigable streame. 

The senate committee on interstate commerce 
considered the nomination of Franklin Lane of 
California, to be a member of the interstate 
commerce commission. The matter was referred 
to a subcommittee which will hear all objec- 
tions. 

The president sent the following nominations to 
the Senate: Consul general, William Harrison 
Bradley, Illinois, at Manchester, England; post- 
master: Schuyler C. Rutherford, Watseka, III.

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HILL BREAKS WITH BOARD 


WILL BEGIN INDEPENDENT FIGHT 
ON PRIVILEGE TRADING. 


Bucket Shop Nemesis Resigns Posi- 
tion as Prosecuting Agent of Grain 
Brokers’ Organization Because It 
Permits Its Members to Deal in Op- 
tions, Which, He Says, Is a Viola- 
tion of the Law Against Gambling 
Declares for Bitter War. 


John Hill Jr., who has led the fight of the 
board of trade against bucket shops for ten 
years, except on occasional years when the 
authorities were lukewarm in the campaign, 
resigned his position yesterday with the an- 
nouneement that he would devote his time 
hereafter to fighting the practice of trading 
in options, which now goes on daily in the 
smoking room of the exchange under the 
sanction of the directory. 

When-trading in privileges was resumed 
on the board of trade curb last October 
under cover of a favorable decision by Judge 
Gary, Mr. Hill opposed it and was particu- 
larly bitter against allowing the members 
engaged in it to conduct it in the board of 
trade building with the sanction of the 
organization. He now proposes to give 
up the position which, according to report, 
has paid him $10,000 a year, in order to have 
a free hand in suppressing the trade in priv- 


lleges. 
Hill Explains His Action. 
„With the reéstablishment of put and call 


trading I am placed in so inconsistent and 


equivocal a position that I would be lacking 
in self-respect if I did not rebel,“ said Mr. 
Hill. 

I unhesitatingly withdraw from my posi- 
tion, which I rely upon for a livelihood, 
rather than submit to the will of the element 
that ls at present defying the law and threat- 
ening the good name and usefulness of the 
institution of which I have been a member 
for many years. , 

„1 intend to proceed immediately against 
the put and call trading with as much vigor 
as I heretofore have prosecuted bucketshops, 
and I have no fear of the ultimate outcome.” 


Forbidden by State Law. 


Trading in puts and calis is prohibited by 
section 130 of the criminal ccdg, which pro- 
vides that any person engaging in it shall, 
upon conviction, “ be fined not less than 
$10 nor more than 51.000, or confined in the 
county jail not exceeding one year, or both; 
and all contracts made in violation of this 
section shall be considered gambling on- 
traets and shall be void.” 5 

President Jackson of the board of trade 
had not heard of Mr. Hill's announcement 
and declined to express an opinion on the 
latter's withdrawal from the service of the 
board or on the probable effect of his threat- 


ening campaign.

SUPREME COURT AFFIRMS WIFE 
MURDERER’S CONVICTION. * 


Doomed Man Becomes Excited on 
Learning the News, but Afterwards 
Expresses Expectation of Appealing 
the Case to the Highest Bench in 
the Land—Passes Afternoon in Con- 
versation with Sister of Woman He 
Was Found Guilty of Killing. 


The Supreme court yesterday affirmed the 
conviction of Johann Hoch for wife murder 
and ordered him to be hanged dn Feb. 23. 
When Hoch was informed of the Supreme 
court's decision he pressed his face against 
the wire netting of the visitors’ cage and 
cried excitedly: 

Tou are a liar, a liar. My lawyer was 
here yesterday and he told me the decision 
of the court would not be given until a few 
days. I do not believe it; it is not true.“ 

After he had become composed he set his 
teeth firmly and said: é 

“I have nothing to say, boys, nothing at 
all. I am ready at any time. If it must come, 
then it must. I have nothing more to say.“ 

Hoch then turned and walked away from 
his visitors and resumed his seat ina corner, 
where he began a conversation with Mrs. 
Fischer-Hoch, whom he married soon after 
the death of her sister, Marie Welcker-Hoch, 
whom he was convicted of murdering. 

The news quickly spread throughout the 
jail, and Hoch’s fellow prisoners sought him 
out and offered their sympathy, but he only 
emiled and joked good naturedly with them, 
declaring he was not dead. 

Despite the nonchalent air assumed by 
Hoch, it. was plain that the message greatly 
affected him, as well as Mra. Fischer-Hoch. 
The calm and self-poseessed air left him and 
in its place came a look of seriousness and 
despair. Later he said he expects his case 


to be appealed to the United States Supreme 
court.

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MERICANS know little enough about 
Benjamin R. Haydon, the English 
painter of historical subjects, who 
was one of the most talked of men of 
the last century. It ls an interest- 

ing study of him that George Paston” 
has offered in her B. R. HAYDON,” andit 
contains not only a review of Haydon's life 
and his work, but copious quotations from 
his letters and his journal, thus conveying 
to the reader what manner of spirit looked 
out through Haydon's eyes upon his time. 

Of ability so unusual that it aroused the 
discussion of Europe, of faults so notable— 
both in art and life—that his life always was 
one of harrassment, and of egotism so in- 
sistent that it acquired an heroic dignity, this 
man, who was the friend of Lamb, Words- 
worth, Hunt, Scott, Miss Mitford, Miss Bar- 
rett (Mrs. Browning), and many others of 
that group, ended as a suicide. His great 
canvases are no longer easily cessible. 
The talents which Goethe and Bewick ap- 
plauded are all but forgotten. But in this 
vivid biography the eager, sanguine artist, 
with his hopeless self-intoxication, rises be- 
fore the mind as vigorous, assertive, ecstat- 
ic, and ridiculous as he must have been in the 
flesh. His pictorial themes were great ones. 
Michael Angelo himself was hardly more 
heroic in his concepts. But the work ap- 
peared without restraint, without loftiness 
of imagination. It was as all revealing as 
the grossest literary realism, but it had not 
the finish to support this realism. Its report 
of nature was inaccurate but copious. 

The biographer observes that the best and 
most impartial criticism of Haydon's powers 
is that contributed by the late George Watts, 
who says, in part: 

“The characterist.cs of Haydon's art ap- 
pear to me to be great determination and 
power, knowledge, and effrontery.

mals. In short,, he belleves he keeps the 
black spaniel for the purpose of.torturing it. 
The semi-madness of the physician arouses 
the benevolent fanaticism of the other man. 
Kersteven investigates, finds his suspicions 
of Deeming to be true, and, just as he is pre- 
pared to make some exposé of the revolting 
fact, the spaniel bites Deeming, who dies of 
blood poisoning, but not before the dog ex- 
pires fram Deeming’s cruelties. 

It is a part of Kersteven’s belief that men 
who have been cruel to animals are destined 
to suffer a base reincarnation in the form 
of the animel they have abused, so that he 
is not surprised when, a year from the death 
of Deeming, he encounters a black spaniel 
puppy, born the day after Deeming's death, 
who appears to have a convulsive fear of 
him. He recognizes the spirjt of Deeming in 
the dog, and, though he has sworn never to 
have a pet, he purchases it, and proceeds to 
subject it to starvation and other forms of 
suffering, to avenge himself upon the man 
whose cowardly spirit inhabits it. What 
happens may be read in the pages of the 
bdok. Let it suffice that this appears to be 
a part of the oriental mysticism which Mr. 
Hichens has brought back from Egypt. 
Nearly all of his stories have, directly or in- 
directly. to do with tke orient. The lover of 
the unusual will find diversion in plenty in 


their perusal. 


F. Marion Crawford has a novel entitled 
„FAIR MARGARET,” which is a sophisti- 
cated story of operatic life. Margaret Donne, 
the heroine, is a well born English girl 
studying music under the chapcronage of her 
aunt, in Paris. She has a lyric soprano of 
great beauty, a fine physfque, extraordinary 
beauty, and no little dramatic power. She 
is fitted, indeed, to take the place of Madame 
Bonani, the greatest soprano of Europe, 
whose increasing years make her farewell 
a necessity. Miss Donne visits Madame 
Bonani to submit herself to the verdict of 
that great prima donna, and is greeted by her 
as her successor. 

Certain forces oppose themselves to Miss 
Donne's career, among these a lover, Lush- 
ington by name, who prefers to see women 
in the quiet’ walks of life. This lover, how- 
ever, admits that he has a secret, that he 
has lived. and attained a certain literary 
fame under-an assumed name, and he will 

stNoffer her the protection of a home, al- 
thou he deprecates her entrance upon 
the public stage. There is also another lover, 
a Greek financier, Loghtheti, immensely ri¢h, 
secretly barbarian, who is very,emphatic in 
his desire to keep the woman of his choice 
in extreme seclusion. Fate tears poor Mar- 
garet Donne this way and that. She learns 
that Lushington is the son of the corrupt 
genius Bonani, and so perceives the source 
of his aversion to a public artistic life for 
women. She has courage, humor, a con- 
sciousness of her own genius, modesty, and 
self-respect. But just as the story. seems 
to be working itself out to some conclusion 
worthy of the hefoine, all is dissolved in a 
Rabelaisian laugh. The whole story is shat- 
tered, disintegrated, so to speak, like a trans- 
formation scene on the stage, or like a ka- 
liedoscope which falls from the observer's 
hand and breake upon the floor. I have sel- 
dom’ been more amazed or more irritated 
than ‘at the conclusion of this story, which ts 
without ethival meaning or artistic logie. A 
base incident; immaterial, extraneous, and 
inconclusive; marks the arbitrary finis of 
the tale, IK appears to me to be the resort 
of a strong but jaded writer, who, seeking 
tor a new turn to his tale—something- untried 
before—ruins. nis story with a wanton epi- 
sode.

“THE RESURRECTION OF MISS CYN- 
THIA is an essentially American tale of the 
New England variety. Florence M. Kingsley 
is the author, but Miss Jewett or any one of 
a dozen others might have been. At least 
one one of a. dozen others might have se- 
lected the subject. Each individual brings 
his or her own touch to a theme, and Miss 
Kingsley’s touch is a genuine, sympathetic, 
and delicate one. 

Miss Cynthia Day is a member of an old 
New England family, and the last of her 
race. She lives a meager life among the 
ugly furnishings, the bad and dingy wall 
papers, and the transmitted prejudices of 
her deceased ancestors. She gives nothing 
away, entertains more regrets than opin- 
ions, and lives under the domination of an 
ancient maid servant trained in frugality 
and inured against hospitality. No one 
sits at this exclusive table claiming the 
rights of a guest. No one is interested in 
the sad mistress, who fades, day by day, 
like a poor photograph exposed to the sun. 

It chances, however, that Miss ‘Cynthia 
has a pain—a very bad pain. She visits a 
physiciam to learn the cause, and finds the 
doom of her family has overtaken her and 
that she can live buta year. Then suddenly 
a hundred hitherto unsuspected forces of her 
nature are up in revolt. It you are going 
to house us but a year more,“ they seem 
to say, let us exploit ourselves.“ Latent 
love of hospitality, submerged generosity, 
unsuspected liberality of opinion, delight in 
beauty, personal vanity, love of men and 
of children,: spring to life, bewildering the 
pallid little woman—pallid no longer. As 
certain flowers spring from dead matter, 
so this translucent saprophyte, fed upon the 
idea of her own death, underwent a swift 
spiritual evolution from her dependency 
upon such an idea into affirmative goodness 
and beauty. She has a year of great enrich- 
ment, and makes not only herself but a 
number of other people happy. Besides, she 
gives a dull village a series of salutary and 
electrical shocks. And in the end, what with 
good food, fresh: air, activity, and happi- 
ness, she becomes not the bride of the grave, 
but the wife of a first rate man who has— 
rather darksomely—been ‘hovering in the 
offing..

His pictures are them- 
selves autobiographical notes of the most in- 
teresting kind; but their want of beauty re- 
pels, and their want of modesty exasperates. 
Perhaps their principal characteristic is 
want of delicacy of perception and refine- 
ment of execution. To particularize, 
I should say his touch is generally woolly,: 
and his surface disagreeable; that his drap- 
eries are deficient in richness and dignity, 
and his general effect much less good than 
one would expect from the goodness of parts, 
which I think arises from the coarseness of 
the handling; that his expressions of anat- 
omy and general perception of form are che 
best by far that can be found in the English 
school, and I can feel even à direction 
toward something that can only be found in 
Phidias.”’

“ HISTORY OF ANCIENT POTTERY, 
GREEK, ETRUSCAN, AND ROMAN,” by 
HB.

Consciously, like the archeologist, or, to a 
greater or less degree, unconsciously, like the 
general public, the world for long has needed 
a history of classical pottery. The student 
has watched the science outgrowing such 
once excellent works as Dr. Birch’s History 
of Ancient Pottery or Jahn's Einleitung 
to the Munich catalogue. To keep abreast 
of his subject he has had to browse here 
and there among the more recent catalogues 
of museum collections, among the periodicals 
and the various other publications in all lan- 
guages. Meanwhile the traveling public, 
touring Europe and doing the museums, 
has watched the student with an uncompre- 
hending curiosity. 


Mr. Walters’ “ History of Ancient Pot- 
tery gives the student what he has wanted. 
Few, indeed, are the sins of omission in the 
two comprehensive, well illustrated volumes, 
The beginner will find answers to any ques- 
tions he ts likely to ask concerning bibliog- 
raphy, the most important find spots, the 
varied uses to which clay has been put, the 
vexed question of technique, the shapes of 
vessels, the changing styles of decoration, 
and the development and the decline of paint- 
ing. And the more advanced student will 
be grateful for a reference book so com- 
plete and, in the main, so reliable. Although 
it is surprising to find Mr. Walters giving 
to Duris only twenty-three signed vases, en- 
tirely ignoring Hartwig’s additions to Klein's 
list and the two cylices in Boston.

N... THE PRINCIPLES OF MONEY AND 
BANKING.” by Charles A. Conant 
rper & Bros.), there is presented in 
lwo volumes a general history and treat- 
ise on the subject indicated in the title. 
Mr. Conant says the chief justification for a 
new work on the subject of money and bank- 
ing is afforded by the progress which has 
taken place in monetary and banking science 
since the publication of the works of Gen. 
Walker on Money and Jevons on Money 
and the Mechanism of Exchange.” Many 
problems which a generation ago appeared 
obsdure have been solved by the progress of 
events, systems of currency have been suc- 
cessfully put into operation which had not 
then been subjected to the test of experi- 
ence. 
Among the important events which have 
marked the monetary history of the last gen- 
eration has been the steady progress towards 
the gold standard in commercial countries 
until today other systems have been practic- 
ally superseded or abandoned in favor of 
some form of money based on gold, Aside 
from this record of recent monetary progress 
the writer deals with two distinctive sub- 
zeta not dwelt upon in earlier systematic 
treatises.

“ Elasticity is one of the most important 
qualities of a good currency. The elasticity 
must be derived either from such a move- 
ment from place to place of a fixed volume 
of currency as provides the amount required 
at every given point, or from such a capacity 
for increase or decrease in volume as meets 
changing needs of trade. Experience has 
shown that a fixed volume of currency is not 
always equal to the demands upon it, and 
causes unnecessary advances in the rate for 
the.rental of money.. There is in most coun- 
tries a much greater demand for currency 
at certain periods than at others. This en- 
larged demand in several of the chief civil- 
ized countries which deal with one another 
as reciprocal producers and consumers of 
food products and finished goods comes al- 
Dost simultaneously. This special demand 
ig Most intense in the autumn, when the 
cereal crops and the cotton crops are har- 
vested and taken to market. At such times 
there is not only unusual activity in money 
centers, but a pressure for currency in pro- 
ducing sections which requires an enlarged 
supply of the ciroulating medium if reason- 
able wants are to be supplied.“

The com- 
plete explanation te reached only by an ex- 
amination of all the modifying forces, some 
of which assisted, others counteracted funda- 
mental tendencies in the minds of each per- 
son and community. An important political 
fact is that when economic depression ex- 
isted the nonproducing clase was relatively 
large. Not only was it larger but numbered 
among its new recruits many who in the 
nature of the case would be especially res- 
tive.“ 

The work has charts showing the corre- 
spondence between bank note inflation and 
band speculation, the growth in annual pro- 
duction of corn, wheat, and silver, as com- 
pared with the increase of population; the 
acres in farms and mortgage debts, the peril 
of the treasury under purchase acts. The 
work deals largely with oonditions in the 
west and the southwest.

‘Dating withthe Censorship in New York and London, He De 
“Mrs. Warren’s Profession No Worse than Many Per- 
He Compares Himself to Ibsen. 


ESSRS, BRENTANO, who have 
made a specialty of Mr. George 
Bernard Shaw, have ready for im- 
mediate publication a pretty nutte 
volume bound tn pamphlet style con- 

teining the author's apology from a new and 
privately printed edition of “ Mra. Warren's 
Profession,” which Mr. Shaw had made in 
London to present to his friends. The 

“ APOLOGY” is introduced by Mr. John 
Corbin of this city. It will be remembered 
that “Mrs. Warren's Profession” was 
played for about the same length of time in 
London that it was played in New York, and 
the privatedy printed edition got up Dy Mr. 
Shaw contains photographs of the actors who 
took part in this notable production. How 
the play even got on fora night in London, 
with the censor on the watch, is hard to say. 
But it did. 

Mr. Shaw, having recovered more or less 
from the rage into which he was thrown by 
the action of the London authorities and the 
New York police, writes @ hyeterical 
“apology "apology in this instance being 
meant in am entirely Pickwickian sense. I 
have once more shared with Ibsen, writes 
Mr. Shaw, the triumphant amusement of 
etartling all but the strongest headed of the 
London theater circles clean out of the prac- 
tice of their profession. No author who has 
ever known the exultation .of sending the 
presse into an hysterical tumult ot protest, of 
moral panic, of involuntary and frantic con- 
fesaion of sim, of a horror of conscience in 
which the power of distinguishing between 
the work of ert on the stage and the real 
life of the spectator is confused and over- 
whelmed, will ever care for the stereotyped 
compliments which every successful farce 
or melodrama elicits from the newspapers. 
Give me that critic who has just rushed 
from my play to declare furiously that Sir 
George Crofts ought to be kickeah What 
a triumph for the ector, thus to reduce a 
jaded London journalist to the condition of 
the simple sailor in the Wapping gallery, 
who shouts execrations at Iago and warnings 
to Othello not to believe him! But dearer 
still than such aimplicity is that sense of 
the sudden earthquake shock to the founda- 
tions of morality which sends a pallid crowd 
of critics into the street shrieking that the 
pillars of society are cracking and the ruin 
of the state at hand.“ 


This is all amusing, particularly where Mr, 
Shaw compares himself to Ibsen. There 
ie no comparison between the two. Mr. Shaw 
is Nietzsche written in dramatic form. If 
you care to make a comparison you will — 
the fount of Mr. Shaw's inspiration. It is 
not Ibsen any more than it is Shakespeare. 
Mr. Wunam Archer, who by his translations 
introduced Ibsen to ‘English audiences, has 
been strong in his denunciation of Mr. Shaw, 
who, he saye cannot touch pitch without 
wallowing in it. Mr. Shaw, however, is 
not to be downed. The press may turn upon 
him but he believes that the general public 
ig with him. He apparently is one of those 
who can believe the way he wants to be- 
lieve. He even goes so far as to say: 

„Play ‘Mrs. Warren’s Profession’ to an 
audience of clerical members of the Chris- 
tian Social Union and of women well expe- 
rienced in rescue, temperance, and girls club 
work, and no moral panic will arise; every 
man and woman present will know that as 
long as poverty makes virtue hideous and 
the spare pocket money of rich bachelordom 
makes vice dazzling, their daily hand to hand 
fight against prostitution with prayer and 
persuasion, shelters, and ecanty arms, will 
be a loging one. 


Emboldened by the sound of his own voice 
Mr. Shaw goes on to say: 

„Mrs. Warren's Profession’ is the one 
play of mine which I could submit to a cen- 
sorship without doubt of the result; only, it 
must not be the censorship of the minor the- 
ater critic, or of an innocent court official 
like the king’s reader of plays, much legs of 
people who consciously profit by Mrs. War- 
ren's profession, or who personally make 
use of it, or who hold the widely whispered 
view that it is an indispensable safety valve 
for the protection of domestic virtue, or, 
above all, who are smitten with a senti- 
mental, pitiful affection for our fallen sister, 
and would ‘take her up tenderly, lift her 
with care, fashioned so slenderly, young and 
so fair.” Nor am I prepared to accept the 
verdict of the medical gentleman who would 
compulsorily sanitate and register Mra. War- 
ren, whilst leaving Mrs. Warren's patrons, 
especially her military patrons, free to de- 
stroy her health and anybody else’s with- 
out fear of reprisals. But I should be quite 
content to have my play judged by, say, a 
joint committee of the Central Vigilance so- 
clety and the Salvation army. And the 
sterner moralists the members of the com- 
mittee were, the better.’’ 

Notwithstanding the rebuffs that he has 
had, Mr. Shaw thinks that he will “ at last 
persuade even London to take its conscience 
and its brains with it when it goes to the 
theater instead of leaving them at home 
with its prayer book, as it does at present. 
Consequently, I am the last man in the world 
to deny that if the net effect of a performance 
of ‘Mrs. Warren's Profession’ were an in- 
crease in the number of persons entering that 
profession, its performance should be dealt 
with accordingly.” 

Mr. Shaw compares his play with Cleo- 
patra,” ‘‘ Theodora,” “Camille,” Mrs. 
Tanqueray.“ Zaza,“ and Iris,“ arguing 
that in “Mrs. Warren’s Profession” is a 
stronger moral lesson. But even if his plays 
are turned down by censor and critics their 
author cannot be downed. Ium not de- 
pendent on the theater, and cannot be starved 
into making my play a standing advertise- 
ment of the attractive side of Mrs. Warren's 
business. Mr. Shaw, I am told, married a 
rich widow. 

Mr. Shaw’s argument seems to be that be- 
cause there are Mrs. Warrens in the world, 
because there are Sir George Crofts, that the 
way to get rid of them is to show them in al] 
their hideousness, in all their loathsome 
piteousness, upon the stage, which, of course, 
is specious argument. 

Mr. Shaw does make a point against the 
censor, who allowed The Conqueror —one

of the vilest plays that was ever produced in 

a civilized country—to be performed. Mr, 
Redford, the English censor, possibly has 
some idea in his mind where the line should 
be drawn, but it is a zigzag and curious line.

“* Mre. Warren is not a whit a worse wom- 
an than the reputable daughter who cannot 


socia] consequences bf her means of making 
money, and her discovery of thet means by 
the ordinary method of taking the line of 
least resistance to getting it, are too common 
in English society to call for any special re- 
mark. Her vitality, her thrift, her energy, 
her outspokenness, her wise care of her 
daughter, and the managing capacity which 
has enabled her and her sister to climb from 
the fried fish shop down by the mint to the 
establishments of which she boasts are all 
high English social virtues. Her defense 
of herself is so overwhelming that it pro- 
vokes the St. James Gazette to declare that 
‘the tendency of the play is wholly evil.’ 
because.‘ it contains one of the boldest and 
most specious defenses of an inimoral life 


| for poor women that has ever been penned.’ 


Happily the St. James Gazette here speaks 
in ite haste. Mrs. Warren’s defense of her- 
self ig not only bold and specious, but valid 
and unanswerable. But it is no defense at 
all of the vice which she organizes. It is no 
defense of an immoral life to say that the 
alternative offered by society collectively tv 
poor women is a miserable life, starved, 
overworked, fetid, ailing, ugly. Though it 
ig quite natural and right for Mrs. Warren 
to choose what is, according to her lights, 
‘the least immoral alternative, it is none the 
less infamous of society to offer such alter- 
natives. For the alternatives offered are not 
morality and immorality, but two sorts of 
immorality. The man who cannot see that 
etarvation, overwork, dirt, and disease are 
as immoral as prostitution—that they are 
the vices and crimes of à nation, and not 
merely its misfortunes—is (to put it as po- 
litely as possible) a hopelessly Private Per- 
son.“ 

Mr. Shaw becomes his old self towards the 
end of his Apology ’’ when he says: 

Here I must for the present break off 
my arduous work of educating the press. 
We shall resume our studies later on; but 
just now I am tired of playing the preceptor; 
and the eager thirst of my pupils for im- 
provement does not console me for the slow- 
ness of their progress. 

Any one who takes Mr. Shaw seriously 
makes a great mistake. He is a huge joke— 
witty and amusing when he is not cross 
and impossible.

It is not @ 
story but a series of moments with the 
village philosopher, who moralizes on the 
sayings and doings of his neighbors, and 
fllustrates each thought with apt examples, 
His imagination is fertile and hib wit ready. 
He is a genial old fellow, and though he 
sometimes deals in commonplaces and plati- 
tudes, he more often deserves the affection- 
ate attention which he receives. There are 
enough bright things in the book to stock 
out a hundred afterdinner speakers. 


Three odd gifts in the book line are issued 
by Reilly & Britton. One is a laundry lis¢ 
for every day in the year printed on leaves 
and bound together with the outline of a 
Chinaman.

Mr. Parrish is not a scientific historian 
in the strict sense of the word, any he does 
nta à cold 
and impersonal attitude toward the heroes 
of our pioneer adventurers. On thecontrary, 
he tells with sympathy the stories of Mar- 
quette, Joliet, La Salle, and Tonty, of Clark 
and Lewis, and of the settlers who followed 
these pathmakers. 

Such chapters as ‘‘ Notable Border Char- 
acters " and Old Time Preachers are full 
of personal anecdotes and engaging character 
studies. It is, indeed, a résumé of the early 
life of this state in {te many phases, and is an 
example of that sort of history which Col. 
Thomas Higginson values as being descrip- 
tive of the home life as well as of the life 
of the camp and the trail. It is a book that 
every patriotic IIIinole family with young 
people to instruct should have at ready ac- 
cess. It is illustrated from photographs, a 
number of these being photographs of sculp- 
ture made in memory of men and events. 
Unfortunately, however, the name of the 
sculptor has been neglected—a really inex- 
cusable oversight. Though the book is large, 
it ie light and easy to handle, and it is pro- 
vided with a map of early Illinols. 


“AUSTRALIAN LIFE IN suwN AND 
COUNTRY,” by E. C. Buley, belongs to the 
series published by G. P. Putnam’s Sons. 
He manages to make the whole velume ex- 
ceedingly readable, but that is littsie wonder, 
for we know comparatively Httle about the 
great island federation of states. There are 
differences of habits and customs among 
the Australiang which one might little sus- 
pect, considering the origin of the people 
and their close association with the mother 
country. The formation of the new federa- 
tion and the governments off the component 
states are all described by the author. Tue 
various experiments in state soctalism are 
given place, and we also have a condensed 
history of the settlement of the country, 
There are many photographs. 


In writing his CHARLOTTE BRONT® “ 
(Charles Scribner's Sons), Mr. Clement K. 
Shorter has, like his predecessors, been of 
necessity compelled to include much material 
concerning the other members of that ex- 
traordinary family whose chronicles are so 
inextricably mixed. A great mass of corre- 
spondence has been dicovered since the pub- 
lication of Mrs. Gaskells biography of the 


Brontés and Mr. Bhorter has done wisely in 
letting these letters tell the story. There is 
too much about the father and the worth- 
less brother in the book, but it alk helps to 
draw a striking pfiottire of this remarkable 
family group in its poverty and genius, with 
the hand of Fate so ready to cut off one mem- 
ber after the other in such rapid succession. 

It was a strange life of penury and ambil- 
tion the three writers Hved from early child- 
hood, but even in their Brussels pension days 
there were glimmerings of the coming work 
which was to startle the literary world. The 
part played in various books later on by the 
Belgian schoolmaster, his wife, and familly, 
shows how keenly observant were these three 
apt, morbid, secretive girls. 

Mr. Shorter thinks Wuthering Heights 
one of the greatest English novels, and that 
Emily Bronté must always hold a position 
of eminence by virtue of having written it. 
Certainly his opinion has backing, for no less 
critics than Sydney Dobell, Matthew Arnold, 
and Swinburne have accorded it almost the 
highest praise. The picture of these three 
sisters writing their books in secret, even 
from thelr family, publishing them under 
pen names, after curt refusals from pub- 
lishers, is in sharp contrast with the present 
state of authorship. 

As has been said Mr. Shorter has let her 
letters tell the story of Charlotte's brief Lit- 
erary. career. He has not ventured many 
opinions of his own, but he has told succinctly 
the story of each book by the three women,

Many of the short essays that comprise Mr. 
Frederic Rowland Marvin's new book, “THE

ORDON HOME, ler, has pro- 
duoed a umptuous book called NOR- 
MAN. which he says “is not a 
guide,” but an attempt to convey 
by pictures and G scription a clear 

impression of the Normany that awaits the 
visitor.” As a forecast, it ls certainly beauti- 
ful, and the author-artist seems in his en- 
thusiasm to proclaim that in this case the 
reality will fully justify the anticipation. 
Stories of dark, rich old life, as well as the 
descriptions of town and country side, fill 
his pages. Mr. Home writes well. He has a 
great deal to say, for his theme is a fruitful 
one, and he says it elegantly, albeit without 
self-consciousness. The book seems, some- 
how, less the product of a writer than ofa 
gentleman who counts writing among his 
accomplishments. 

As for the illustrations, which are in color, 
it would be difficult to say too much of their 
charm in this respect, their picturesqueness 
of subject, or their agreeableness of treat- 
ment. Mr. Home may be a casual traveler, 
but he is not a casual artist. His composi- 
tions show that he is not so rash as to take 
the first thing nature offers him. He has 
painted pictures, not sketches, although, of 
course, the pictures are amenable to the facts, 


as he beheld them, along the road, down the 


Streets, and.from the foot of castle-crowned 
bili. (E. P. Dutton & Co.)

The tales are ingenious and charming, and 
they succeed in conveying the spirit of the 
time in which they were in their glory, and 
that is, of course, what Mrs. Champney in- 
tended. She brings no uncertain knowledge 
to her subject, but is equipped with intimate 
learning in history, Catholicism, and the art 
and poetry of the middle centuries. The 
pictures with which the book is profusely 
supplied, are not merely views of the abbeys. 
with their towers, their beautiful detail, and

“ THE RISEN SUN.“ by Baron Suyematsu 
(E. P. Dutton & Co.), contains a revision of 
essays by Baron Suyematsu, published dur- 
ing last year in English, French, and Ger- 
man periodicals. It is not clear whether the 
baron. went from Japan to Europe, at the 
beginning of the war with Rugsia,.of his own 
volition or as an agent of the Japanese gov- 
ernment, presumably the latter. At any 
rate, he devoted himself to elucidating points 
in Japanese history, opinion, or customs 
so as to place his country in the most favyor- 
able-light before the western world. The 
essays are miscellaneous in character, but 
all contribute to an understanding of the 
character of the Japanese and the nature 
of their claims. Among the subjects treated 
are the education of women in Japan, the 
training of a Japanese soldier, Japanese gar- 
dens, arts and letters, Japanese children, 
the emperor. Whimsical indeed is the chap- 
ter treating of the attempt of the Japanese 
to assimilate European customs. The author 
complains that at present the Japanese is 
at an economical disadvantage because he 
must buy two sets of everything, one for as- 
sociation with his foreign friends, the other 
for use among his compatriots. Then it is 
hard to remember the difference between 
Europeans. For instance he says: If I 
went to an English wedding (in the day- 
time) at Tokio in my evening dress, I should 
be laughed at; were I to go toa French or 
German wedding in the same place without 
putting on evening dress they would say I 
was rude. If I meet French and English 
ladies at a party I shall have to take off 
my gloves hastily when I shake hands with 
the English lady, and I shall have to put 
them on the next moment when I shake 
hands with the French lady; and if I did 
vice versa I would offend both of them.“ 

In spite of the fragmentary nature of the 
book, it is one of the most interesting of re- 
cent books on Japan. It is not illustrated.

“THE FLORENCE OF LANDOR,” by 
Lillian Whiting (Little, Brown & Co.). is an 
attempt to reconstruct the English society 
of Florence during Landor's life. During the 
twenty-three years that Landor made Flor- 
ence his home many distinguished English 
and American people either made their home 
in Florence for a long time as the Brown 
ings and Trollopes tid, or came and went, 
mingling for a time with the life of Florence 
and leaving and carrying away many memo- 
ries. From the writings of the authors who 
visited Florence and from the recollections 
preserve by tradition, Miss Whiting has 
tried to uiscover just what in Florence most 
interested the brilliant minds that came un- 
der the spell of the city of flowers, and she 
has gathered together some beautiful frag- 
ments of description. Several well chosen 
photograyures depict scenes familiar to the 
eyes of Landor and the frontispiece is from 
a portrait of Landor not before reproduced.
